GASOLINE STOCKS

—While Philadelphia 
digs its subways, repaves its 
badly surfaced streets, and 
prepares a system of traffic. 
its citizens have taken to the 
“rubber-neck”’ bus like a child 
to a kiddie car. 

Despite the fact that the 
method of transportation 
partly forced upon them, the 
ulation seems to like the idea. Bus 
riding is an urban sport not with- 
out its advantages, they find. 

Today there are almost 
operating in and out of this city. 
New York, Chicago and Detroit, 
notable among places which 

adopted extensive bus service, are 
not far in advance of the Quaker 
City, Which really took up the idea 
just last summer. 

Fourteen “trunk line’ com- 
panies have extended their ser- 
vice to compete with the rail- 
roads. The railroads are plan+ 
ning rival bus lines to mect com- 
petition. There are four bus lines 

(distinct companies) to New 
York city, one to Newark, two to 
Trenton (in addition to New 
York and Newark lines which 
have Trenton stops), three to At- 
lantic City, two to Wilmington, 
one t Baltimore and one to 
Washington. There is_ besides 
this, during tourist months, a 
special line to the Delaware 
Water Gap and historic points 
outside of the city. 

In addition to the trunk lines 
and exclusive of the Philadelphia 
Rapid Transit lines there were on 
November 1, 1925, thirty individ- 
uals and companies operating 148 
buses within the city and to sub- 
urban points. 

One more branch of the bus 
business which may be mentioned 
is that of the Philadelphia county 
school bus lines. Of these 
are twelve, not including 
Operated by private schools 
church and Club organizations 
which hold permits from the State 
Highway Department.

Canadian Good Roads 
Association to Meet 
December oe 10 


Montreal Dec. 3.—Highway and 
vehicle legislation will be discussed 
at the seventh annual meeting of 
the Canadian Good Roads Associa- 
which will be held in the 
Chateau Laurier, Ottawa, on De- 
cember and 10. 

Transportation generally, with 
representatives of the _ railroads 
| present for the first time, highway 

maintenance, safety, traffic and 
other subjects of interest to road 
{users will be taken up and recom- 
| mendations made for needed legis- 
lation. 

Of the fourteen subjects which 
find a place on the program, three 
jare of particular importance to the 
| large transportation interests, Un- 
| der the head of ‘“‘Transportation,” 
| the delegates will be asked to con- 
sider whether in the light of 
changing conditions the present 
ratio of expenditures on highways, 
railroads and electric lines should 
be maintained or modified, while 
the effect on common carriers of 
competitive services by motor buses 
and trucks and the regulation of 
the latter will also be discussed. 

Grade Crossings” is another live 
topic, and its various aspects, such 
as grade separation, protective de- 
| Vices, amendments to existing leg- 
| islation and education of the pub- 
lic as to the railway crossing 
menace will be taken up. 

The delegates will be asked to 
express their views on Federal aid 
for highways for which the prece- 
dent was set by the Canada high- 
ways act of 1919, granting $20,- 
000,000 to the provinces for high- 
way construction, and the prin- 
ciple of which has been approved 
by each Canadian good roads con- 
vention for several years past. An- 
other responsibility of the Federa!
